With regard
to 1he Presldent's power of removal, it had not
been serionsly questioned since the first seasion of
Jongress, when it was settled, by o majority of
one, that he had 1that power, NMadison held that
the power of removal might be s0 Abused as Lo
render n President lable to impeachment, but
sipce thnt time the practice had been npon & differ-
ent bellef. DMr. Johnson then referred nt some
length to the conduct of President Jackeon in re-
moving the Secretary of the Treasury, for the plr-
pose ul‘znppmmlng A succes20r who would remove
the United States deposica,

On the Immedinte question bafore the Ssapate,
whioh was Mr. Howe's amendment,

Mr. JOHNSON suid it was impossible to have
harmony in the conncils of the President if be was
denjed the right to select his own Cabinet. The
result might be to give to the President a Secretary
of Swite inimical to him, who would sesk to in-
volve the country in l’oreign entanglements. The
Secretary of Sinte would be more properiy an
officer of the Sennte, under the operations of the
proposed amendment, than a confidential adviser
of the President, The same wonld be true of the
Avtorney General. The President might find the
man he had selected for this office to be incom-
petent, and bis incompetence might operate to the
disadvantage of the government, yet he could not
remove him, but only suspend him. It would be
difficult to find any one to 11l the place for the few
woeks for which the suspension took place.

The House had
just d a bill secaring to all male oitizens of
the United States within the territories the right of
suffrege, without distinotion of race or color. It
wias nowW propossd to pass a bill accepting & con-
stitution for Nebraska which expressly disfran-
¢hised parsons whom the Honsa had jost declared
should be enfraunohised. He thought that with
soch a question presented, the Honse shounld not
make himste under the previons gueation to create
this new State, and thereny undo the work it had
just done in reference to constitutions in ibe ter-
ritortes.

He wae nware that there was & provision in _the
bill declaring that the aot shonld only take effect
on the fundamenial condition that no person
should be disfranchised on account of race or
color; butif the bill were passad the territory of
Nebraskn Lhereby bechme & State, There wWas no
comsent to the condition slther by a vote of the
people or of the Leginiature of the territory, Cone
gresa simply declared that the aot of admission
should oarry with it as & condition the anunuiment
ot one section of the constitation of the State. As
had been suggested by the gentlemnn from Oblo
(Mr. Garfleld), this thing might come back to
pisgue Congress when It should be asked Lo pass
upon the cases of the sonthern States. If this
condition conld be rendersd effoctive in Nebraskn,
why not attach the same condition to a bill ad-
mitiiog Sonth Usrolinai

Mr. DAWES, of Massachuetts, asied Mr., Wil-
gon, 88 chalrman of the Jadiciary Commities,
whatl would be the legal effact of a fallure on the
part of Nebraska to perform thie condition subse-
